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Ruth Martin tells her story 


By LYNNE LOCKE 

‘I'm grateful, but the healing is only a 
small part of what the Lord has done,” 
said Ruth Martin of Upland. 

Mrs. Martin's story is told in “‘God 
Healed Me,”’ a newly published book by 
Robert J. Baker. 

For three years Mrs. Martin suffered 
“glare blindness ’ caused by a serious 
eye infection. She had to wear dark 
glasses in daytime to avoid severe 
headaches and loss of vision. Night driv- 
ing was impossible because of the glare 
from on-coming headlights, she said. 

The handicap was inconvenient but not 
really serious, and she could still care 
for her husband and four sons. More of a 
problem, she said, was the family’s dis- 
couragement at not being accepted tor 
overseas mission work and the loneliness 
of being newcomers to Upland. 

One night her depression and 
loneliness were increased by the tension 
of bumper-to-bumper freeway traffic 
and the blinding pain of headlights, she 
recalled. 

Overwhelmed by despair, she prayed 
for a sign that her family were living as 
God wanted, she said 

“Suddenly, I could see clearly, 
headlights and all. The pain was gone,” 
she said. 

Wonderful as that miracle was, her 
regained sight isn’t the big change in her 
life. Mrs. Martin insisted 

“It’s easy to concentrate on the heal- 
ing because it is concrete. The inside 
changes aren't so obvious,” she said 

The healing resulted in a spiritual 
awakening, she said. ‘The Lord used it 
to get us going on a more real life with 
him.” 

The strangest result came from 
reading the Bible, she said. None of the 
Martins had musical training, yet they 
found they were “almost hearing music 
when they read Bible passages, she 
recalled 

Mrs. Martin said she would pick out 
the tune on a piano while another person

A lot of things happen because we're 
living in a world that doesn’t go God's 
way,” she explained. When someone acts 
selfishly. others are hurt. “But nothing is 
so messed up that the Lord can't use it 
tor good.” she added 


The family would still like to find a 
specific Christian service, Mrs. Martin 
said. ‘But all we can do is wait to see 
what the Lord has in mind.” 


Meanwhile her husband Aaron teaches 
astronomy at Rio Hondo College, and the 
family is active in the Mennonite 
Church.

Council approves 
storage use permit

Upland City Council Monday approved 
a conditional use permit for American 
Can Co. to store empty plastic containers 
on a property southwest of 19th Street 
and Campus Avenmue 

The council required the company to 
store all containers inside the warehouse 
and limited to two the number of trucks 
it could use on the property at one time 

Local residents had expressed concem 
about the appearance of the warehouse 
and noise caused by trucks transporting 
containers 

The facility has been upgraded and 
landscaped during the last several years. 
according to Stan Tomlinson, attorney 
for Great Western Rose Co., which owns 
the property 

Tomlinson said American Can Co 
trucks will no longer load containers on 
19th Street, so traffic and noise will be 
less. He also said that the two-truck limit 
applies only to American Can Co. and not 
to Great Western Rose Co 

The two companies operate 
simultaneously only three months of the 
year since Great Western Rose Co 
operates only during the harvest season 
from December to February 

In other action the council approved a 
tentative parcel map for two parcels 
owned by the Church of Christ north of 
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Ninth Street between Turquoise and 
Garnet Ways 

The council had previous!y expressed 
concern that a rest home proposed for 
one parcel would generate too much 
traffic for the unimproved section of 
Turquoise at the corner of Ninth Street 

The council approved the tentative 
map when the owners and developers 
agreed to pay fo. installation u* street 
and curbs 

Previous suggestions had included 
routing all traffic on Garnet Way which 
already serves several apartment 
complexes and the Church of Christ 

Council members also authorized city 
staff to call for bids for construction ot 
two reservoirs to expand the city’s water 
system 

Plans drawn by Engineering-Science 
Inc. include a 5-million-gallon reservoir 
at 17th Street and Benson Avenue and a 
7'2-million-gallon reservoir at San 
Antonio Park 

The 17th Street reservoir will be an 
above-ground tank with fluted concrete 
walls for strength and appearance 

The reservoir at San Antonio Park will 
be at ground level so that the surface can 
be used for handball or tennis courts 

Construction plans will be available to 
bidders Friday. Opening of the bids has 
been set for March 15

Findings note 


The findings of a state 
assembly select committee 
that the state’s juvenile justice 
system has “fragmented ser- 
vices, inadequate facilities, in- 
sufficient personnel and limited 
funds’ to some degree fits San 
Bernardino County. 

People working within the 
local juvenile justice system 
noted an insufficient number of 
treatment programs for troubl- 
ed youths, heavy caseloads for 
probation officers and not 
enough community action to 
reduce the rising level of 
juvenile crime. 

The assembly committee also 
concluded that putting juveniles 
who had committed violent 
crimes back on the street does 
nothing to reduce juvenile 
crime. 

There is evidence to suppqrt 
that conclusion in the West 
End. 

As a step towards confronting 
the problem of juvenile crime, 
the assembly committee 
proposed the establishment of 
juvenile justice centers to con- 
solidate into one facility all 
those who work with juvenile 
offenders — courts, probation 
departments, public defenders 
and district attorneys, school 
officials, law enforcement and 
the community. 

The committee's report 
stated the juvenile justice 
centers would be directed 
towards ‘protecting the com- 
munity while rehabilitating the 
minor.” 

Such a step would most likely 
be expensive, in a time when 
cities and counties are trying to 
cut expenditures. 
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system official remarked, ‘‘It’s 
a matter of whether we want to 
spend the money now, when a 
kid can be helped, or later to 
pay for his imprisonment. when 
he may be beyond help.” 


County can 
get mental 


health funds 


The county board ot 
supervisors Monday approved 
the release of matching funds 
for a more than $600,000 state- 
sponsored mental health 
aftercare program in the 
county. 

The release of the matching 
funds will enable the county to 
secure $150,000 in state funds 
for mental health aftercare for 
the remainder of this fiscal 
year and about $425,000 for 
fiscal year 1975-76.

Good news for all 
mushroom lovers 


It’s an ill wind that blows 
nobody good. Take mush- 
rooms, for example. The Food 
and Drug Administration 
recalled several brands of can- 
ned mushrooms during the past 
nine months to check for 
botulism. 


Although no cases of botul- 
ism have been reported and no 
evidence of the deadly spores 
was found in the recalled cans, 
many people have been 
frightened unnecessarily. The 
sales of canned mushrooms 
therefore have dropped. 


Fresh mushrooms were not 
included in any recall. In 
California 60 per cent of the 
crop is sold fresh and along the 
eastern seaboard, 34 per cent. 
These come in pound packages 
or in three-pound wooden 
boxes. 


For use in salads, in stuff- 
ings, marinated, or sauteed 
with meat, etc., their milky 
taste and extreme lowness in 
calories, make fresh mush- 
rooms highly desirable. 


The price of fresh 
mushrooms is down because 
the supply is up since growers 
are turning more of their crop 
into fresh sales to offset the 
temporary scare of botulism in 
the canned products. 


Don Berreth of the FDA ex- 
plains that no health problems 
have developed from eating 
fresh, frozen or dehydrated 
mushrooms

story about tasty ‘‘tunnies”’ 
went in the paper without the 
ingredients. We'll try again. 

The British may call them 
“‘tunnies,’’ but as one American 
put it, ‘‘it’s plain tuna fish to 
me.”’ However, Tuna Pastries 
are not plain and are far from 
the familiar tuna fish sandwich.

“But the FDA decided there 
was a need to look at all 
warehouse stocks of canned 
mushrooms. So in September 
we initiated a warehouse 
survey of 75 million cans. In a 
few cases, we had to have 
specific canners recall their 
product for further inspection. 
But as a result, there have been 
no reported cases of death or 
illness from botulism,’’ he 
explains 


John Bovenkerk, executive 
director of the American 
Mushroom Institute, says: 


“The botulism problems 
which have been associated 
with canned mushrooms can- 
not possibly develop in fresh 
mushrooms or any other fresh, 
uncanned vegetable. A botulin 
toxin is only produced when the 
organisms can grow in the 
absence of air, such as in a 
sealed, airtight can. 


“Further the majority of 
mushroom canners in the 
United States have not been in- 
volved in the product recalls 
which have been announced 
over this past year. Given 
proper processing — adequate 
heat treatment — canned 


mushrooms are thoroughly safe 
and not subject to any botulism 
problems. Canned mushrooms 
have been produced for over 50 
years and in the last decade, for 
example, 2 billion cans of them 
have been marketed with no 
record of illness resulting from 
eating them.

Accidents 


Automobile accidents 
decreased during 1974 — but 
automobile insurance rates are 
going up 

The California Highway 
Patrol reported that fatal 
accidents declined by 23.35 per 
cent from Jan. 1 to midnight, 
Dec. 31, 1974. The main reason 
for the decline was a newly 
implemented 55 mile an hour 
speed limit, according to CHP 
officials 

In incorporated areas, cities 
like Ontario, Upland, Chino and 
Montclair, fatal accidents 
declined statewide by 10.65 per 
cent, CHP officials said 

Overall, the number of fatal 
accidents declined throughout 
the state by 18.51 per cent last 
year. 


The overall number of 
accidents involving injuries or 
accidents without injuries also 
declined, spokesmen said, but 
the percentages were not as 
great 

Nevertheless, automobile 
insurance rates are going up 
despite the decline 


Myles Smith, regional vice 
president of the Insurance 
Information Institute in San 
Francisco, explained why 

The Insurance Information 
Institute is responsible for 
disseminating information. to 
the consumer about the 
insurance industry's 
involvement in fires, thefts, 
catastrophes, civil disorders, 
accidents, safety, crime or 
automobile or fire insurance 
rates. 

“Rates are beginning to go 
up,” Smith said. ‘During the 
past year, they have held about 
even on a national basis, but 
now they're beginning to go up. 
One company after another is 
raising rates on an independent 
basis.” 

The rates are increasing 


anywhere from five to 10 per 
cent, he said 

“At the height of the fuel 
crisis last winter, there were 
indeed fewer accidents and less 
exposure on the highways. The 
speed limit was lower. The 
number and severity of 
accidents did show a slight 
decline. But at the same time 
this was happening, from late 
1973 to the present, the cost of 
automobile accidents for which 
insurance companys pay, car 
repairs and repair of people, 
just outraced the economy, ’ 
Smith explained 

“Auto insurance is the 
function of two things — how 
often accidents happen and how 
much those accidents cost. The 
impact of inflation was 
sufficient to offset the gains 
made in reduced accidents,”’ he 
said 

“Now inflation has gone so 
far ahead it has made rate 
increases necessary,’ he 
added 

Smith said during the 
summer, fall and early winter 
of 1974, the use of automobiles 
has steadily climbed back up 
from the real harsh days of the 
fuel shortage last winter and 
spring 

“If there were a substantial 
reduction in accidents, even 
though those accidents might 
be costly, it might be enough to 
reduce the increased costs,’’ he 
said 

“We had accident reductions 
of four, six and seven per cent 
for a while, but auto repairs and 
hospital costs were going up 
eight to 15 per cent per year,” 
he said 

Smith predicted that almost 
all insurance companies would 
increase their automobile 
insurance rates this year, 
“because the cost factors which 
apply to one apply to 
everybody.”

Reproductions 


have their place 


We have a healthy respect tor 
the reproductions found in 
today’s marketplace, although 
we deplore the fraud that often 
accompanies their sale. 

Reputable dealers scorn the 
reproduction. Not Mrs. Wilson, 
who believes in reproductions 
as heartily as she does 
subject is refreshingly positive. 

‘Reproductions are pretty to 
use and I think many of the bet- 
ter ones will eventually become 
desirable collectors’ items.” 
Copies give today’s collector a 
chance to own “‘look-alikes’’ of 
original items that are unobtai- 
nable at any price, she said 


Of course the new reproduc- 


tion often is a problem but it 
only points up the need for 
collectors to be very 
knowledgable in their collecting 
field. In her shop, she separates 
the old from the new and each 
piece is marked so it cannot be 
confused. 

“T feel sorry for those who vi 
sit the shop and see a new piece 
marked $5 or $10 when they 
have paid three or four times 
that for an identical piece so- 
mewhere else.”’ 

She added with a touch of 





irony that some persons 
absolutely refuse to believe her 
when she says, ‘‘That is a 
reproduction.” 

She pointed out that these 
products of assembly line 
techniques are purposely made 
to resemble the old — many of 
them from original molds. 
“Good copies are being made 
but identical copies are not. 
There will always be a clue to 
the reproduction.” 

The color will not be true 
sinee many of the early 
formulas were deeply kept 
secrets, she explained. The 
pattern may be blurred or less 
distinct on new pieces. Some of 
these wares are marked by the 
manufacturer, most are not 
The weight of the piece will not 
be the same generally 
today’s item is heavier than the 
old one 

Her sales of reproductions is 
brisk. ‘‘A few buy them because 
of the ‘snob appeal, passing 
them off to friends and family 
as genuine. But mostly people 
buy them because they want to 
blend usable, everyday pieces 
with the treasures they have in 
their homes.
